Where and how much? 
Colorado refuses to say

Public interest is running high 
over details of Colorado’s bid for 
a second Amazon headquarters 
— such as which locations the 
state recommended and how 
much it offered in taxpayer-fund- 
ed financial incentives. But offi- 
cials involved in crafting the pro- 
posal, without a hint of irony, say 
releasing that information is not 
in the public interest. 

The state released a copy of its 
bid this week with those key de- 


emails and documents related to 
the bid that the state provided to 
The Denver Post and Denver7 in 
response to a public-records re- 
quest, specifics on locations and 
incentives were redacted. 

“We think that it all should be 
public,” said Greg LeRoy, execu- 
tive director of Good Jobs First, a 
national policy resource center 
for corporate and government ac- 
countability that has criticized 
public incentives. “In our opinion, 
because Amazon is running this 
like a public auction, everything 
about it should be public.”

Ultra-wealthy do well 
under plan passed by 
House this week.

WASHINGTON» The ultra- 
wealthy, especially those with dy- 
nastic businesses — like President 
Donald Trump and his family — 
do very well under a major Repub- 
lican tax bill moving in the Senate, 
as they do under legislation 
passed this week by the House. 

Want to toast the anticipated tax 
win with champagne or a beer — 
or maybe you’re feeling Shake- 
spearean and prefer to quaff mead 
from a pewter mug? That would 
cheer producers of beer, wine, li- 
quor — and mead, the ancient bev- 
erage fermented from honey. Tax 
rates on their sales would be re- 
duced under the Senate bill. 

On the other hand, people living 
in high-tax states, who deduct 
their local property, income and 
sales taxes from what they owe 
Uncle Sam, could lose out from 
the complete or partial repeal of 
the deductions. And an estimated 
13 million Americans could lose 
health insurance coverage over 10 
years under the Senate bill.

Why doesn’t 
harassment 
training work?

Shannon Rawski first got the 
idea for her dissertation after lis- 
tening to her former colleagues — 
business school professors who 
study human resources and rec- 
ognize sexual harassment as a 
problem — complain about hav- 
ing to attend, well, sexual harass- 
ment training. 

“My university announced they 
needed to have it because they 
hadn’t in three years, and the buzz 
in the hallway was ‘Why do I have 
to go to this? This is a waste of my
